Cache Under Ancient 


Castle. 


LONDON, July 3.—Dr. 
Orville Ward 


Owens, who has been searching slnoa 
last December )n the mud of the Wye for 
the proof that Bacon wrote Shakespeare's 
plays, paid a flying visit to London re- 
cently, leaving for 
the flrst time tho 


scene of the digging at Chepstow. 


Thla visit was concerned with a cew 


and important development in connection 
with the search. He was closeted for a 
-long time with the agent of the Duke of 
Beaufort and his solicitors, —and the re- 
sult of the conference was the dispatch- 
ing of a telegram to Chepstow telling the 
party to make all- haste with"the present 
discovery. 


. "The new discovery," said Dr. Owen, 
"Is under the. wall of Chepstow Castle in 
the Wye. There a triangular stone struc- 
ture, thirteen feet high, has been found 
under the mud. 
"This structure has a wall eight feet 


deep and five feet broad, which is covered 
at high tide by five or six feet of water. 
It was hidden under eight feet of clay, 
mortar and stones, and no one knew it- 
was there until I found it. 
"In front there is a line of timber and 


concrete running down to the bed of'the 
river, Nobody can tell yet for what pur- 
pose this was made, but it follows the de- 
tails of my cipher in all particulars. 
"la it tha cache? I believe honsstly, 


that It Is. Its roof Is shaped like the 
top of. a house, and it Is exactly like tho 
thing I hava been looking for.

of tholr -majesties to Ireland the social 
center of the kingdom Is transferred to 
the Irish capital and London is socially 
out of it for a while.

queen. 
Their majesties both hold that 


their eldest son ts still a boy, and as 
such they desire him to be regarded. The 
king has not yet given the last attention 
to the provision of a separate .residence 
for his roya! highness, but the statements 
that have been published to the 
effect 
that ultimately White Lodge and Blrk- 
hall, on the Balmoral estate, -will ba as-, 
signed to him "will bo ridiculously wide 
nf the mark. As.a matter of fact. Whits 
Lodge is shortly to pass Into the hands 
of the Duke and Duchess of Teck. When 
the proper time arrives, it will be .found 
that the Prince of Wales and his brother, 
Prince Albert, will be Installed at Park 
House, which stands on the Sandrlnffham 
estate, and is now occupied by General 
Sir Dishton Probyn, V. C. Ultimately 
FYogmore will be the home of his royal 
highness, though this will not be until 
atter his marriage—an event still suf- 
ficiently distant to make all discussion 
utterly futile. 


FOUR OF 
AGE. 


Speaking: of his marri&ge, by the way 


there are only four royal ladles now of 
suitable age- for his royal highnes. They 
are: 


1—Princess Victoria Louise, born 1892, 


and the only daughter of the kaiser. Her 
recent visit to England made her a pop-

shall promise long years ot happness for 
the prince and herself.

"I hadn't the slightest idea of making 
money on those books and magazines, 
but I have 'made, a good percentage. " I 
now take feight monthly magazines and 
four weeklies, besides three daily papers, 
one from the nearest town- and the other 
two from New York. -I get about a dozen 
books a month and all-the money comes 
from what I «all the literary end of my 
business. . Never since the second year 
have I had to take from the mercantile 
side of my ledger to buy books or papers. 
I don't believe I could have hit on a bet- . 
ter means of advertising my goods. When 
people proved - that the quality 'of the 
goods was equal to that bought In town, 
that the price was as low and the style 
as new then, of course,--! kept their trade. 
"The former owner of the store tells 
me that times have changed, but my 
customers Bay it Is the'goods, and I agree 
.with them. Instead of buying of sales- 
men -who come to nay store year after 
year with same cheap line of goods, I 
go to New York at least four times a 
year. I not only buy for the store but I 
let my regular customers know that I 
will fill private orders, match goods or 
do any little commissions for them free 
of charge. 
"You see, I get a commission from the 
stores from which-1-"buy, which'pays me 
well for the trouble I take In obliging- 
them. Though. I .went into the business 
without any former experience I now feel 
that I could manage a trade from a rail- 
road to a cambric^ needle with perfect 
satisfaction to my' customers. 
"On my last trip to New York I bought 
a reaper for one farmer' and matched 
some -embroidery silk for his daughter. 
They gave me the order at the same time 
and are,equally well 'pleased with my se- 
lections. :My' cosy t;corner has expanded 
to five :times its original size, and the 
Trails are lined with books and papers, 
•^o that now It Is known aa the reading 


room of my store. "Within a few years 
I look to see it become a public library^ 
It isn't often that a week passes without 
some 'one wishing the village' had- a II- 
brary, so in time I expect to see my 
books moved to other quarters. By that 
time I shall have built up such a trade 
or saved up enough money to be able to 
do without the' addition the books now 
make to the .earnings of my store. 
"I might have gone back to teaching 
several years ago so far as my health is 


concerned, but I prefor to stick to store- 
keeping. There Is more variety in the 
work and~'it Is not so wearing on the 
nerves. The first two years the returns 
were not very encouraging. 
but since 
then my trade has steadily increased and 
for several years I have been .more than 
doubling what I would have earned as a 
teacher in a high grade. I now employ 
two clerks, a young man and a young 
woman, and when I go on ; my buying 
trips, my sister comes in to help. 


"Two years ago I instituted profit shar- 
ing not only with the two clerks, both of 
whom had been with mo more than a 
.year, but with the negro driver of the. 
delivery wagon. It Is working well with 
them all. I never hear anything about 
the eight hour rule in my store. 
Th« 
driver Is an anxious to get new customers 
and to keep the old ones as I am. You 
see, they feel that they are no longer 
working for wages, but each one for nun- 
self and what can be made by the best 
management of tha store." 


Indian Girls Seek White Husbands 


•• VICTORIA. B. C.—As a result of mis- 
sionary work and government assistance 
the coast Indians In the vicinity of Fort 
Simpson, 600 miles north of Victoria, 
have attained to a degree.of civilization 
almost equal to that of the whites. Their 
present state is. In advance ot the facili- 
ties for their education and the govern- 
'ment will,(be asked shortly to establish 
Public schools and even high schools. 


.Miss Schoffield. who 
is now . on fur- 


lough from Fort Simpson, where she has 
been stationed many years, describes the 
-work among these people; The coast In- 
dians have, adapted 'themselves, readily 
to civilization- and the generation which 
has grown -.up under missionary influ- 
ences is -thrifty and Intelligent. ,Many 
of the men earn from 51000 to $1500 a 
year in the fishing; logging and' canning 
Industries.. They own g;ood bouses and 
order much of'their clothing from'Vic- 
toria and by mail from eastern houses. 
Pnanos are found in their houses and In- 
dian women know how to play them. 


The girls' home, which 'was established 


by mission boards, is maintained by a 
government grant of ?60 a. year for each 
of thirty-five ptiplls and by a grant from 
missionary v societies. This school la now' 
quite Inadequate to meet the demands' of 
the community, more of the Indians de- 
siring to take'advantage of the oppor- 
tunity to educate their children. 


The 
Indians are wealthy enough to 


support their own schools. It is proposed 
to establish a public school similar to 
the rural schools, and to encourage '-pupils 
to remain'ln their homes.- 
. - 


As unforeseen difficulty h»» arisen. In 


the case of girls who have been in abso- 
lute charge of the mission Bcliool from 
their babyhood... These girts, brought up 
away from their parents, are necessarily 
estranged from their own people. Accus- 
tomed to a comparatively luxurious life 
in the school, rather more accomplished 
than the other women of their tribe in 
nrosic. and needlework, better educated 
than the, Indian men, the are loath to ac- 
cept Indians as their husbands, and many 
of them have refused to marry any but 
white men. The missionaries have asked 
permission of the government to continue 
the guardianship of these girls until their

"Sad-Eye" was always a willing worker.in the vine- 
yard of his 'specially chosen candidate. Kelly's firsi 
essay as a manufacturer and dealer in togas was in be- 
half of General M. H. de Young. 


Kelly's next .attempt to make a -United States 


Senator had for its subject U. S. Grant Jr., son of the 
great war general-and a'resident of San Diego. 
In 


this experiment "Sad-Eye" had the able aid of Walter 
Bacon, then of Los Angeles, but now a practicing at- 
torney of San -Francisco. The toga was again elusive,, 
but the experience cost Grant many thousands, said 
to have been at least $75,000, from the time he placed 
his campaign in charge of';Kelly;'until all the bills were'' 
paid.

La Follette's Boomlet 


As an incident of the attempt to create a boom'for 


La Follette in California, Governor Hiram Johnson, 
and Chetser Rowell of Fresno—Chet, not the Doctos 
and former State Senator—have been-'holding some 
very secret and deeply mysterious interviews with 
prominent Democrats.

character. The object of those calling'them was to 
advance the La Follette political interests.

LooKs Bad for Depositors 


Messrs. Wilson, Barnett and their confreres in 


New York have asked Julius Raphael, president of the 
Depositors' Association of the 
California Safe De- 


posit and Trust Company, dor another -extension of 
time of sixty days in which to complete their scheme 
to raise $1,000,000 in cash and reopen the defunct in- 
stitution. They have been asking for these exten- 
sions of time ever sin»:e the middle of 1909, The bank 
failed in October, 1907, owing 12,000 depositors ten 
million 'dollars. Raphael says he has refused to grant 
another continuance unless the parties at the other 
end show good faith by immediately depositing $100,- 
000. The. other $900,000-he wants paid by October 1st. 
The first receiver of the bank, the. late E. J. .Le Breton, 
never had any hope of the batik being opened again, 
and the present-receiver,' Frank J. Syrnmes, is prac- 
tically of the same opinion. It looks more and more 
now that Receiver Symmes will soon have to liqui- 
date the institution: with as little delay as possible. 
The .indications are that the depositors will be lucky 
if they finally get twenty cents on the dollar. It has 
long been-conceded-that this was one of the worst 
bank failures in the-history of-the country. 
Fair Attendance 


Charles C. Moore, the president of the Panama- 


Pacific International Exposition, has collected data 
showing the percentage of daily attendance at exposi- 
tions for the past thirty-six or thirty-seven years. At 
vail oLthem the daily percentage attendance, as com- 
pared with the populations of the cities in which the 
fairs were:held, was larger"than was the case with the 
Midwinter Fair in this city in "the early nineties. In 
the latter case, the "daily attendance was two and two- 
eighths of the then population of San Francisco. 
_ At' 


Seattle it was ten per .cent of the town's pbp.uTatiou. 
There was a similar .percentage at Nashville, Atlanta, 
Buffalo, Portland, Ore:, and even at Jamestown. The 
same is true when the Chicago and St. Louis fairs 
are studied. In fact all other fairsvbut our own appear 
to .have had this ten percentage daily crowd. .Why 
San Francisco .made such a poor-showing in this re- 
spect is something Moore and his fellow directors are 
trying to solve. In. g-etting an answer to this prob- 
lem, they, or at least most of them, think they wilt get 
light on how and where to secure an exposition site 
that will bring about the highest possible maximum 
of daily gate receipts. Moore ^nd other strong men 
on the board of directors are said. to- take the .broad 
view that in: selecting a site the interests of all the bay 
cities must be taken into cpnslderation and not solely 
those of this city.

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S FAR back as recorded his- 


tory goes, and even farther., 
the founders of new-relig- 
ious cults have been prone 
to mingle erratic fancies 
with the strange doctrines 
they inculcated. .Many of 
them introduced lascivious 
practices into their alleged 


religious rites, and in the forms of worship they 
promulgated the grossest sensualism was mingled 
with the loftiest professions of piety. While Baa! 
and Astarte have lost honor as deities the erratic 
rites formerly celebrated in their adoration are ' 
from time to time revived by charlatans who pose 
as prophets, seers and revelators> and even as 
actual divines. 
• 


After the death of Solomon, mainy,of the Judean - 


Kings were attracted by the sensual and sensuous 
.religious rites practised by their heathen neigh- 
bors, and despite the anathemas of the prophets- 
and priests of Israel led their people away from 
the simple and pure worship of God to the obscene 
abominations practiced in the name of religion by 
the Assyrians, Babylonians, Philistines, and 
Egyptians, and even the Greeks settled in Syria. 
Human sacrifice and vagrant lust heated by the 
fervor of an impure and licentious faith usurped 
ithe place of sober worship and the lofty symbol- 
ism of an elevated-and moral belief. 


!n later times the same proneness to lapse into 


the iniquities of the flesh have been exhibited by 
men who have set up as religious leaders.. In 
the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries many of 


these unclean sectaries arose. AH clung to some 
tenets of the Christian faith, but violated the fun- 
damental laws of morality 1( and the teachings 
which emphasized continuance and purity of life. 
. One by one these sectaries sank arid disappeared, 


only to be succeeded by others, till they were put 
completely under the ban of the law because of 
the lascivious orgies in which they indulged, and 
the impious immorality which they promulgated in 
the name of religion. 


In our country we have had numerous examples 


of religion degenerating into immorality and free 
love. 
The most notable is that afforded by the 


Mormons in their earlier history. 
Joseph Smith 


called himself a prophet and made polygamy a 
cardinal tenet of the religion he formed. 
There 


is abundant testimony that he practiced free love 
among the "women'of "his disciples, teaching that 
the prophet of God could Commit no srn. 
the 


Oneida community founded fay Moyes was even 
more flagrant in casting aside the elementary 
principles of sexual morality- and practising free 
love in the most unrestricted manner. Yet in the 
main the people of this community were indus- 
trious and intelligent; and were apparently not 
without sincere convictions. 
Nqyes was a man 


of ability and great executive: capacity. H is cult 
practically died with him. 


A procession of imitators followed Joe Smith, 


and Noyes, Sohweinfurth, dubbed "the Illinois 


• Christ,'' Schlatter, Teed and Evelyn,Arthur See, 
now on trial in Chicago on a charge of abducting 
a young girl and prostituting her to his base de- 
sires. 
See dalls his-cult "the absolute life/' and 


his refuge a temple. His chief votaries are 


lous women of the erratic, neurotic type. :He en- 
velops his bestialities in a halo of sacred mysteny. 
His teaching is a queer mixture of mysticism and 
eroticism, while his practices are'thos,e of the 
primitive brute, ; See seems to have borrowed 
from Joe Smith, SchweihfurthvSchlatter arid Teed : 
in turn, and added/something of the occult cere- 


1 monied of the mysteries'of Ephesus and ;the pol- 
luted rites of Isis. Strange to say he has caught 
mothers in the ,sariie net, with their daughters. 
These women have given Him money, adoration, 
reputation—everything I" fact that counts for 
something in life. 
Mrs.. Bridges, mother of one 


of the^girls See ^alleged to have debauched, is 
one of the prophet's most devoted adherents. She 
admits that she often kissed him, that he fondled 
her and .called her his doll, that she gave him 
money in large sums. But she insists that he 
is a "holy man" and that they were In such spirit-' 
ual accord that they couldnot do wrong. -All this 
is fantasy, of course; it merely shows that the: 
woman has lost the powerto distinguish between 
right and wrong; and has come to look upon the 
grossest sensualism as pure and holy. She is 
under the influence of a morid religious mania, In 
which eroticism fs the dominating manifestation. 
The things that should appal and revolt her have 
become sacred, dear and familiar; lust has been 
made holy in her sight and a lascivious mounte- 
bank transfigured In her eyes. That is one of the 
pathetic phases of, religious delusions of,this char- 
acter, and illustrates the enormous capacity for 
evil such men as See have. 


When Mrs. Bridges says See Is holy it is per- 


tinenf to inquire what she considers holy. 
It 


frequently happens that indecency is holy in the 
eyes of people laboring under a religious delusion. 
When a woman so abandons herself to the control' 
of a man that she will surrender herself and her; 
daughter to him she wilt tell any sort of a story to 


; shield him; she will do whatever he asks or what- 
ever she thinks he wants her to do. 
It is pos- 


sible that no overt acts of impurity have taken 
place between See and Mrs. Bridges, but the les-! 
sons of human experience lead to a different con-, 
elusion. 
It is evident that See has been engaged 


inv dupfng and imposing on women, alienating 
them from their families and leading them Into a': 
moral morass. 
He is obviously a dangerous 
! 


faker, a religious .fraud and a corrupt/ of morals. 
-He claims to possess divine attributes and to have 
the power to make that pure and holy which com- 
mon sense teaches us is foul, indecent and unholy. 
Yet he has'believers and disciples who appear to 
be charmed by the vice that is offered them as] 
spiritual comfort. A religion that gives free rein' 
to carnal desire Insensibly attracts many by Its 
monstrosity and by its subtle appeal to the prim- 
ordial passions,- 


But what is to be done with those self-styled 


prophets and the voluptuous doctrines they teach? 
It is apparent that the delusions they Inculcate 
are dangerous and corrupting to society, that 
they exert a degrading influence on all who fall 
under their spell and are the vehicles of many! 
kinds of fraud. Still the application of a remedy, 
is a problem for which no solution is offered. Shall! 
we follow Dogberry's admonition and call See a| 
filthy rogue and let him go on preying upon!

Socialists of Berkeley at the 


only meeting- held to discuss anything 
concerning my administration 
over- 


whelminglv endorsed my actions. The 
Socialist Club refused to meddle as a 
body with the question of appoint- 
ments, and following the best Social- 
ists in America, they repudiate any 
job chasing on the part of any Indi- 
vidual Socialist. 
"The Socialist party was the primal 


agitator for the Initiative, referendum 
and recall, and during- the years In 


. which these movements, were scorned 
by the public it was the custom of the

should go," says George M: Efteksoh,

"It is 
one of the remnants of the days when 
business Tvas regarded as a game. Al- 
though this practice .may have had 
some excuse in the early stages, this 
time has long been passed. With the 
automobile Jn Its present state of prac- 
tical perfection, yearly' models have 
no purpose. Body lines may change 
from time to time, but basic ideas 
have become 
permanent. 
New de- 
signs, apart from the chassis, are so 
frequent that they all resemble 
spe- 
cial orders rather than stock bodies. 


"Taking all these features into con- 
sideration there Is only one purpose 
that yearly models serve. They do 
help the manufacturer to unload his 
product. The pernicious result Is .the 
great depreciation in value of all prev-, 
lous cars In the hands of owners. This 
is unjust to 'the purchaser of any car 
to have another .model supplant it that 
practically has no point of superiority. 
Now people buy service and. .satisfac- 
tion, rather than , expensive' luxuries 
a n d fads.

"The wide distribution and th« var- 
ied uses to which the motor oar has 
been put Is the result of the sane way 
In which thalr purchasers

them.- In our own case for Instance, 
two years ago we arrived at the type 
of the present National 40 motor.
